^lilfirnilUTISH) COLUMBIA .' 

If no other yootl result has flowed 
from the union of this Province with 
Canada it at least enjoys the. advan- 
of having bocomo widely known ; and 
there is now no danger of n British 
minister repeating tho laughable 
blunder of a former Secretary for tho 
Colonies (tho Duke of Newcastle) 
concerning its locale. British Columbia 
has attracted a good deal of attention 
of late. It fills a not unimportant 
pago in diplomatic history; and not- 
withstanding the fact that its "reason- 
able anticipations" concerning railway 
construction have not yet been mot, 
like tho young maiden in the novel it 
still has "hopes." Wo have always 
been amongst those <vho predict a 
bright future for this Province- -which, 
it cannot bo denied, has had more 
drawbacks and setbacks than usually 
fall to the lot of new countries with 
salubrious climates and boundless re- 
sources. The railway policy of the 
present Canadian Government is well 
understood in this Province. Sir John' 
.M^odonald, Sir Charles Tupplu and 
Sir Samuel TiLLEYhaveby thisdate left 
Canada for England, there to negotiate 
for the loan of a sum of money sufficient 
in amount to construct the overland 
railway from ocean to ocean on the 
security of 100,000,000 acres of public 
lands and a guarantee of interest at the 
rate of four per cent, per annum by 
tho Imperial Covernment. We need 
scarcely say how ardently tho successful 
issue of the mission is desired here, nor 
need we sketch the impetus that the 
certain prospect of early railway con- 
struction would impart to overy in- 
terest. Quite apposite to these reflec- 
tions is an able article which we find 
in the The Leather Trades Circular ami 
Review of London (date May S), with 
which a friend has favored us. It 
deals directly with the point at issue 
between Canada and Columbia, and 
points out tho duty and interest of 
Great Britain under the heading "Hail 
(British) Columbia'' After referring 
to the marvellous growth of the United 
States the writer continues: 
• "Letus, however, consider our beauti- 
ful though little-known colony called 
British Columbia, lying on the Pacific's 
lovely shores, furnished by Nature with 
all the requisites to feed and enrich 
many millions of our race. The recent 
addition of this fine district to tho 
slow and cold Canadas, under the 
grand title of the Dominion has to 
the present given hut small pleas- 
ure, and wo fear no advantage, to 
the younger State. A railway, a good 
double railway, is the grand desidera- 
tum. Why is it not already in pro- 
gress all along the destined track? We 
have a splendid district for the line to 
puss through, and an easier cutting 
through the Rocky .Mountains, and 
altogether a safer road for these works 
than the Americans had for theirs; 
and yet theirs has been made years 
since, ami to our disgrace and shame 
our Far West customers have to use 
this line for passenger and goods traffic 
* * We have at this end an exuber- 
ant population of the finest working 
men in the world, millions of tons of 
iron at an unusually low price wanting 
buyers, with capital going begging at 
li per cent, per annum. At the ether 
end thero are oysters, salmon, venison, 
game of all sorts, metals, corn, beef, 
timber, and many other commodities 
actually wasted because we have no 
railway to British Columbia. There 
is room for all England's unemployed 
men and their families in that tine 
country and on tho lands between Vic- 
toria and Ottawa. ****** 
Tf the United States, where money 
often rules as high as 7^ per cent., 
could afford many years since to go 
across desert and prairie, over swamps, 
mountains and valleys, paying her 
workmen much higher wages than our 
miners, our farm labourers, or even 
our navvies ever get, surely it does not 
require much common sense; nor much 
of a paternal government, to relievo 
this over-populated country, and de- 
velop the resources of these colonies 
that deem it a proud thing to call 
themselves British. The job is too 
heavy for any private firm, unless back- 
ed by a slight Government guarantee, 
as was given in India with such suc- 
cess. One large firm broke its back 
over the Canadian portion, but in thoso 
days British Columbia was scarcely 
thought of, and a good terminus is a 
great thing to insure a paying line. 
The ports we have in the Pacific are as 
lino as any in the world, although the 
elever American got the best of us as ] 
respects the division of territory when 
first laid out. They sent practical land I 
surveyors to represent their interests; j 
we sent young gentlemen, seions of 
nobility, and thus lost many a fine lake, 
river and port toat we might have had; 
but still there is abundance of land ami 
water left, which only need a lino of 
railway to make us all as busy as bees. 
We have only a few days' sea passage 
to bring us to the beginning of thoso ■ 
vast fields of profitable employment; 
but alas! our Parliament and people 
are too busy with Eastern, Indian and 
African questions, and the Blue Noses 
and Canadians are too much occupied 
with their silly party squabbles in 
their lifctlo House of Assembly to have 
time to think of British Columbia, or 
the thousands of honest labourers who 
ara ready to leave their native land 
and transplant tho English race to 
one of the most enjoyable portions of 
Con's earth. If this is not a subject 
more worthy of Governmental and 
national attention than any now be 
fore our Lords and Commons, we arc 
mistaken. This plan, like Ithukikl's 
wand, would at once dispel all our pre- 
sent deathly state of trade, and raise 
our honest working classes from paup- 
erism, insane strikes, and discontent. 



to a state of useful industry, abundance 
ami happiness. Oh! that some of our 
eloquent statesmen would take up this 
matter, remembering also the pro- 
verb — Z?w dat qui cito dat. We see 
from recent Columbian reports that 
this splendid colony is disgusted with 
the tiresome delays that have made 
them almost sick of Canada and of 
England also.

For nearly two years past a young 
man, wearing the garb of a highland 
piper, has been wandering about in the 
coal regions of Pennsylvania, playing 
his pipes in the streets, attending pic- 
nics and dances, and apparently de- 
pending OH his instrument to make a 
living. A few days since, he was play- 
ing m a mining village on the outskirts 
of Scranton. A crowd had gathered 
around him, among them a mine labour- 
er named Braidy. Suddenly tho piper 
ceased, and stepping from the crowd 
seized Braidy by the shoulders, and an- 
nounced that the labourer was his 
prisoner. At the same timo ho pro- 
duced papers which he said were hi.s 
authority for making the arrest. Braidy 
seemed entirely overwhelmed by the 
arrest, and made no opposition to the 
authorities, when it was revealed that 
the piper was a detective. For two 
years ho had been on tho track of his 
prisoner, who is charged with having 
murdered a wealthy man, naniod Find- 
lay, in Scotland, in January, 1877. 
Braidy was in tho employ of Findlay. 
Early one morning tho latter was found 
dead by the roadside with his skull 
crushed by a club. Braidy had been 
discharged the morning before for 
drunkenness, lie had been heard to 
make a threat that he would get even 
with Findlay. He was nowhere to be 
found, but was traced to Glasgow, 
whore it was believed he had taken a 
vessel for America.

London, May 27th. — The body of a 
woman, apparently between fifty and 
sixtv years of age, was found in an 
area cellar of tho house occupied by a 
German named Baslendorff, who took 
lodgers, at No. 1 Euston Square, on 
tho 9th inst. The discovery was made by 
a man employed to clear a space on the 
cellar lloor for the reception of coals, 
who struck with his spade the clothing 
of the deceased while digging in the 
rubbish. The features were entirely 
gone, the arms and legs severed from 
the trunk and tho hands and feet mis- 
sing.

Ottawa, June 2. — Within a few days 
the appointment of Mr. Bowell, now 
Minister of Customs, to the position of 
Minister of Militia, vice Mr. Masson, 
retired, will be announced.
